*Tis not the firſt time that through -prejudice to the Perſon or the Cauſe, G&jſpuſted Soul i- 
ers have ſhot through their Captains inſtead of their Enemies Heads, and the Fate of Kunisks a- 
monegſt the Coſſacks, is no Dyiginal of the Kind; nor is it any ſuch Rarity in Hiſtory, to find whole 
Armees turn Deſerters, and not only ſet up new Leaders, but new Soveraigns too. And truly 
upon engaging an Engliſh Army under'ſo Bloody a popifh Srandard, what Aſſurance can this pepiſh 
Succeſſour propoſe to himſe}f, not ſo much of going through with 10 crabbed a piece of Work, bur 
even of his own meer Safety under the Protection of luch Hands and Swcrds to uphold him ? 
What Security ſhall he, or indeed can he in common reaſon expect from the Srubborn, obſtinate Eng- 
liſh Hands, a People too apt to fly in the very Face of Princes upon a leſs Provocation than ſo un-

Baker tells us, that Richard*s Army was double the Srrengrh and Number of his 
Aaverſarys, the Earl of Richmond's, © Yet ſee the Infidelity of an Engliſh Army to a Prince under 
the popular D:ſatisfattion and Prejudice, A'great part of his Army raiſed for his preſervation, 
was aCtually ingaged in his Deftru#ion. © For the Lord Stanly by a Revolt with 2000 Horſe, Sic 
William Stanly with a party of 3000 more; and with theſe Sir Walter Hungerford, Sir John Savage, 
Sir Brian Stanford, Sit Simon Dsgby, all Commanders,"who withdrew likewiſe with their Reſpective 
Inferiour Souldiers, amounting between themyto the Majority of Richard*s whole Army, turned all 
to the Earl of Richmond, and carryed the whole Fortune 'of the day to the YViforiows Enemies Side, 
to the Loſs both of Richard*s Crown and Life together. Nay, he gces further, and expreſly tells 
us, that in this Battle Hemry, Earl of Northumberland, a Commander of Richards Party,: never 
ftrook Stroke ;, as likewiſe many other, who follow'd him moreout of Fear than Love : which New- 
zers upon the ſame Revolt as the Lord Starry, might undoubtedly have withdrawn their party to 
Richmond too. So that upon that dangerous and Frtal KRock,- the people's Averſion, how eafily are 
the Crowns and Lives of punces: Shipwrack2r:? and 'what: rele Truſt can Monarchs repoſe in the 
Strength and Swords of Armies whoſe Hearts arenot ' Fheirs. | 

But alas! if Richard the Third found ſuch Treaohery from a Revolting Army ;, and an Antipathy 
ſo deſtructive to. him ; What Truth. or Faith :i8a-popith Tyrant like to fg from Armies under 
a more #mverſal and inveterate Deteſtation. _ +.

For wherein was King Richard's Crime ſo great ? (1 mean, as to the pcople ) ?Tis true, he 
Mounted the Throne by the moſt Inbumane of Mizders.” And from that only Grievance proceeded 
the Defefion of his Souldiers, that coſt him his Life and Empire. /: But ſill, that was not half ſo 
great anIncentive to his Revolting Subjetts, as the forementioned Barbarities of a popifh Tyrane now. 
For-though he was ſo deeply: ſtain*d'in Royal Blood,” yet that ws. not ſo nearly telt by the people. as 
2 Romiſh Tyrans cutting his Subjef#s Throats wauld be, iby. reaſon that Engliſhmen have ever a 
greater Tenderneſs of Themſelves than their Pronces.:: Beſides, whatever Wrong he had done to 
the Royal Family, never had Prince more endeared himſelf :('or- endeavoured it, at leaſt ) than he 
to his people.

Wind., Yet, if under no Danger to Religion and Liberties, wc nor Apprehenſion of Tyran- 
ny and Slavery, nevertheleſs his parricides alone outweighed -all ' other Merits, and their Hatred 
of Richard only on'that Score, could turn his Subjes Swordscagainſt his own Breaft ; how' much 
more-violent an; Ayerſion will the Harred of a+ poptſh Tyrant, both for his Religion and his Carſe to-

But for a farther Inſtance of Revolting Armies, the Hiſtory of Demerrias, Emperour of Ruſſia, is 
a memorable Example. This Demerrixs, the only Heir of the Empire, was in his Infancy ſtoln away 
tobe reſcued from the Danger of his Life from the Cruelty of the Uſurper Bozits Fedoutz, then mm 
poſſeſhon of the Enipire, and-another Body very like him, was expoſed Dead to the View of the 
people. This Demerriws being brought vp in Poland with the Pa/arine Sandomir, after he had 
travelled into Germany and 1raly for the ſpace of twenty years, gave himfelfio be known for _ 
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I1) 
Son of Faz4l, and Heir of Ryſſia, and by the Alliſtance of the Palatine, the Jeſmites, 2nd the Faycur 
of the K1ng himſelf, entred into Muſcovy, well accompanied with Germanes, Poles, and Coſſarks. 
Againſt whEm Borztz raiſed a puifſant Army. Neverthdlefs the Infidelity of his People, who rcſc 
in Aims 2gainſt him, together with ſeveral Loſſes: ſuſtained, deprived him both of Cearage and 
Life, and thereuponhe dyed, bur lefr his Son to ſacteed him ; who was received indeed by icme of

And truly there are 
but roo many Incendiaries in this Age, that diſtraCt the Brainleſs part of Mankind with almoſt no 
other Gorgor, Viz.

teſſour*s Government, and the Perſecution of his Hwugonors, the very Fare of the Proteſtants in Eng- 
land, whiPſt under the Roſe, Popery and Slavery are to Copy from no other Original. 

As this is one of the -1a:n Pretenſions of the Whig-Fears, and indeed the Top- Demonſtration of 
Popery and Arbitrary Power ; ſo when truly examined, you'll find it juſt ſuch an Apparition as 
Oress bloody Pilgrims ; the more terr:ble, the more ridiculous. For as is the common Fate 
of all 11 pos Arguments on that Subjett;, ſo much the more Fopmidable, ſtill ſo much the more 
Avry the Phantom, 

For firſt, not to inſiſt much upon the General cMiffake of Mankind, when poſſibly the French 
Arbitrary Power is infinitely magnifyed above what really it is ; for excepting the French Kinzs 
now and then fleecing an Over-rich Cheating Courtier a lictle Arbitrarily, and thereby, in truth, 
making but a Reprizal of his own, I could never yet learn by thoſe that know the 
French Government, that any man's Mexm or Twm was Jllegally taken away, or any Man's Life 
er Fortune ſtood or fell, but by the Judicial Proceſs of the Laws of the Land. *Tis true indeed, 
his Wars have been Expenſive, but then his Revenues have been layge to ſupport them ; and not 
only that,bur his Forreign Depredations have ſupplyed the greateſt part of the Expence.Neverthelcſs 
whatever Arbitrary Taxes he may have rayſed, to the Injury of any particular aggrieved Subject, or 
whatever Tyranny he may have exerciſed over the dsftreft and perſecured Hugonots, if either of the 
two can be gy ny Gr ger or 'Tyrannick, when paſt into a Law, and made a Decrg enaCted by 
parliament , as both the Taxes and the preſent Hugonot Perſecution are ; the French 
King's Arbitrary Incroachments in France, are no precedent for a popiſh S«cceſſonr”s Jmitas 
tion in England, and that becauſe the State and Conſtitution of the Two Kingdoms are fo extreamly 
different, that there is not the leaſt Ground for ſuch a Foundation here as there, 


For firſt as to the Nature and Genm of the People : Jn France, the Peaſants ab Orzgine have not en- 
joyed half the Privileages and; Immunityes .of the Freeborn people of England. And 
therefore under that ſordid Education, as knowing no better, and being in a manner inured to Sla- 
very, *tis no ſuch great wonder to ſec the French Commonalty ſubmitting to ſuch O ppreſſion, 
as indeed, why ſhould they otherwiſe, when they ſubmit but to Zaw. 

And ifthe French King has any greater Aſc e over his Parliaments than the Kings of Eng- 
land over Theits, to perfozm all this ; why ſhould that be any Rarity,when in reality they are of fo 
different a Conſtitution from thoſe of England, that they are rather the ſer:/ed Wagiltrrey of the Na- 
tion than any thing like Our Parliaments ; and as Ours are of thepeopPs EleQtion, Theirs in a man- 
ner only the King's, every Member of the French Parliaments holding his Office not only for Life, 
but even to his Hezrs, unleſs alienated by the Prince upon a Forfeiture, or any perſonal Ds/like ; that 
in ſhort, as being the Creatures of the King, they are truly more like a Tarkiſh D I VAN than 
an E ngliſh Houſe of Commons. 

But in fine, to make a Parallel of our Dangers between the State of the two Nations, which in 
truth is bringing North and South together. BEE AUSE a popith French King, with the MMajo- 
rity of the Kingdom of his own Religion, the Religion Eſtabliſhed by Zaw, and Flouriſhing in 
Glory ; by help of ſuch vaſte Armies too, intirely of that Region, and thereby pyincipled 
for his own Service, can ſqueeze ſome particular of his $ubje&ts Purſes a little Arbitrarily, and oppre/* 
and perſecute the poor forlorn Hwgonots, a Party infinitely the Minozity, diſabled too from all pow:

of that popiſh Tlomit ſo more univerſally nauſeous, that it will undoubtedly much more 
cr” to the Tonfirmation of the Proteſtant Religion, than ever ic did to the Jntro- 
duction of it. 

For let but any reaſonable Man conſider, that during ſo many Ages of Impunity to the Papiſts 
from tbe loug Mercy of the late Kings of England, when Recuſancy went »nmoleFed and unregard- 
ed, and neither Paprſff, nor popiſh prieſt, either puziſh'r, or examined : excepting ſome few Families, 
thar bred up their Children in their own Perſwaſion', what Converſions have the popiſh party, and 
all the Romiſh Miſſionaries made in England for half a hundred years Iaſt paſt ? .So far from any 1n- 
creaſe, that on the contrary, they haye from Generation 10 Generation apparently dwindled leſs 
and leſs till they are now fearce a handful in conſideration of all England. . And if Popery and 7eſus- 
25ſme, with all their Learning and Inſinuations undet ſuch Roy Indulgence have made ſuch feeble 
progreſs in the Converſion of Ernglana, that they have dayly loft ns not gaird it ; ſhall the 
yet larger Indulgence of SP Succeſſour, with the permiſſion of their popiſh Pr eſts barefaced, the 
multiplying of their Numbers,or the Influence of Regis a4 Exenmplum do the Work ? T he quite con- 
trary. For ſuppoſe the popiſh Priefts a hundred times more numerous, and a hundred times bolder 
than uow, yet as the popsſh Seducers are increaſed, ſo likewiſe under the diſmal Apprehenſion of a 
viſtble popiſh —_— the popular Averſion will ſo much more increaſe too, and thereby become 
the more 5mpregnable, whilſt the VUniverſality of their Fear and Hate will make them ſo much the 
more F ertifoedagainit the utmoſt Aſſault. Beſides, if the Feſaites have made fo little Advances of Po- 
pery formerly in England, that (granting it true that*sſaid of them) they have been pur tothe poor 
ſhifts of herding with Fanaricks, and 45/guiſorg into Conventicle Preachers ;, what Encouragements 
( Oh wonderful !) are they like to meet, when they throw off the /3zzor, and walk by 4ay, in the 
open Propagation of a Religion ſo wniverſally loathed, that jt wants. the ſubtleſt of Arrifices and 
Diſzuiſes to obtrude even the leaſt Tenet of it into the World ; ar leaſt, our Part of the 
World. 

But ſurely nothing in nature can be a more ridiculous Suppoſition at this time of day, as that the 
Example or Fayour of a King in Caſe of Popery, fall concribure towards the People*s Fmbracin 
it, when undeniable Experience tells us, that the very Aſperſion of but popiſhly affeFed, has lo 
our Kings ſo many Hearts, nay One of Them ( with horrour be it ſpoken ) his very Crown and 
Head. By conſequence, how many more Hearts ſhall Popery in earneſt Iooſe a cre Popiſh King ? 
and what little hope of gaining Proſelites or Friends to a real Romaniſt, when the meer Imagination 
has raysd ſuch contagious Deſertions and Enmity even to the beſt of Proteſtant Crown'd Heads.

This Hun being ſucd in the Legates Conre for Non-payment of a Mortuary to 
his Pariſh-Prieſt ; in return, ſued the Pariſh Prieſt in the Temporal Court for a Pzenumnire, for bring- 
ing the King's Subjetts before a Forreign and Illegal Court. This incenſed the Clergy ſo much, thar 
they chrew him into Priſon for Hereſy ; where having ſeveral Articles exhibited againſt him, upon 
Confeſſion of part of them, and begging Mercy, he was only enjoynd Penance. But not being pre- 
vaild upon to /et fall his Suite in the Temporal Court, the Biſhop's Chancellour, a Dottor, and other of 
his Officers inhumanely Murdered him in Priſon, by breaking his Veck with an Iron Chain, and other 
Wounds given him upon the Belly ; and then hanged him np in his own Girale to poſſeſs the World 
that he hanged himſelf. And what was yet worſe, upon afull Dere&:ox of the Truth of this Mur- 
der, the Biſhops of Durham and Lincoln, to palliate the Guilt, proceeded to charge him with new 
Hereſies after Death, and havipg ſound a W:ckisffs [Bible in his Houſe, they condemn'd him as an 
Heretick,, 20 vucnt his Body. All which Proceedings being now looked upon as the A of the 
whole Clergy, They loſt the AﬀeCtions of the People to that degree that they could never recover 
them ; and nothing more 4:/poſed the People to the embracing of the New Preachers than the Re- 
ſentment of ſo infamous a Murder, commzred and patronized by the whole Clergy.

And then for the Changes made in Parliament. The Suppreſſion of Monaſteries, one of their 
Afts, was no more than what was deſigw?d, and begun in ſome Meaſure by Cardinal

ramed a Bu#to deſtroy ſeveral of them, to convert into Biſbopricks ; [. Ref. pag. 22.] the ſcanda- 
ous and lewd Lives of too many of the Monks and Fryars being obnoxious even to Rome it ſelf. 
Though *tis true, the King and Parliament proceeded to a roral Suppreſſion of them afterwards for 
the ſame Intent of erecting new Eps/copal Sees, though indeed the vaſt profits ariſing from their Sale, 
through the Extravagant Profuſeneſs of Henry the Exghth, were not wholly converted to that Uſe ; 
notwithſtanding, part of his Promiſe was performed, 5x. In his conſtituting ſix new Bſhopricks, 
and making Allowance for fourteen Deanaryes and Prebendariſhips to fourtcen 'Biſhop's 
Sees. '£ | | | 
But to gain the Parliament to the Xing” Party in the Deſtruttion of Monaſteries, there was that 
which Governs the World, Jntereffin the Caſe; which was no ſmall Wheel in the Machine. For 
the King ſelling of the Lands at eaſie Rates to the Nobility and Gentry; by this Policy the Parlia- 
ment Members, as Purchaſers, by the Temptation of ſuch good pernny-worths, were ingaged to aſ-

And therefore as all the 1Z Conſequences ( .or -woiſe ) attending them, are really no more 
than the Pope and all his Counſehors could in commog, Reaſon expe from a Nation ſo extravagantly 
jealows of Popery ? whiPlt woful Experience might have remembranced him bow dangerous and de- 
ſtruftive even a leſs Shadow of popiſh Inclinations, had been; nothing was more indiſpenſable (1 
mean for the popith Jntereſt ) in a popith Heir, than a/ zvears of avording ſuch Sxſpition; nay, poſli- 
bly even for his own ſecure Acceſs to the Thyone, 2013 wt 6 

"Tis true, ſome ridiculous People have fooliſhly abjefted, That the Deſerting of our Communion 
was for the Advantage of their Cauſe ;,it being as it were ſeiting up tþe Standard of Popery to call all 
Hearts and Hands together ; whereas otherwiſe the Romanifts had-bcen kept in Ignorance of the 
Champion God had raiſed for their Detiverance;, and Mgredy might.have neglected the glorious Op- 
port:'nity that offered it ſelf. Now. in the Name of-Duneſs, it any ſuch Deliverance were imagi- 
able, or any Succour tothe Romiſh Cauſe whatever, ether loonex or later couldbe expected from 
ſuch a Convert z or laſtly, if the Conſcience or unfullyed Glozy of that. Heroick Prince were poſlible 
to be wrought upon to ſtoop to ſo ignoble a Deſizng-as any wwarrextable popiſh- Aſſiſtance Why 
muſt the Papiſts be kept in Ignorance of his being one of them, if-he were ſo ; without ſome kind of 
publick Declaration : when ?tis notoriouſly known x0 all the ſenſiblg,part.of Mankind, what Advan- 
tages of Intelligence and Correſpondence the Papilts have above all Religions intheWorld; when their 
Jeſuztes are by the very Duty of their Order, the greateſt Spyes upou Chriſtendom, whilſt the privateſt 
Afeairs and Secrets of Famzlzes, Courts and Kingdoms through all Europe, from hand to hand,and from 
Superiour to Superiour of them, are convey?d to the Pope himſelf, _ 

So that take the whole Matter together with this Advantage of Communication even under Confeſſion 
it ſelf on the one ſide,and the foremcntion'd -Dangers from a National Fealouſie on the other;,as I {aid 
before ; whatever Diſcovery might have been requiſite to their own, Party,the higheſt Policy of Rome 
had been to hve concealed the very Suſpition of it from the Proreſtants; more eſpecially, if they had 
had any ſuch Thiag as a King-k:liing Plot in hand,or the leaſt part of the Salamanca Conſpiracy upon 
the Anvil. For then they might have made uſe of Ruffians,or Screwd Gunners,and as Dugdale wears, 
have laid the King?s Murder upon the Presbyterians, or any other of the ſcatter?d Churches with ten 
times morecaſe ; and have haftened the Mounting a popiſh Succeſſour with more Facility into the 
Royal Sear. | wy 
And therefore asnothing can be a plainer or greater Obſtacle to all popiſh Deſigns whatever than 
this Conduit in the preſent Heir of England, ifhe be a Romanift, and they had an ExpeCtation of any 
conſiderable Advantageto their Religion from his being one: undoubtedly there has been no Orator 
wanting to induce him to ſo neceſſary and ſo Feriala Diſguiſe, as being the moſt important Prop of 
their Cauſe. But mangre all the Neceſſity of ſuch a Compliance, and all the Romiſh Tntereſt depend- 
ing thereupon, notwithſtanding the papal Power of a D:ſpenſation in that Caſe, and all the Ares that 
may have been uſed to that purpoſe ; nothing is more viſible than his 1nd:ſpaſitron and Averſion to ſo 
diſhonourable a-Condiſcenſion as playing the Hypocrite, how diſpenſable foever in that Church, or 
how advanragions ſoever to his own Circumſtances. 

Now I appeal to all Mankind what leaſt Apparition of popiſhDanger,or what humane poſlibility of that 
very Princes ever being that ſo much dreaded Romiſh Inſtrument for Arbitrary popiſh T: yranny,through 
the moſt execrable Yrolation of the moſt ſacred Royal Truft, the moſt fla ——— of Perjary in the 
Breach of a ſolemn Coroxation Oath, to trample our Laws, Religions, and Liberties to pieces ; that has 
already p2oved himſelf ſo incapable of 4/pexſing but with one poor piece of Hypocriſy,though againſt 
the higheſt /:tere/f of Rome,though tothe wakening of all the Nleeping Srarares »gainſt Recuſancy,tho 
to the rayſing of Tefts, Oaths, aud Sacraments; and thereby not only excluding the Sons of Rome from 
all Honours, Truſts, and Employments, but likewiſe expoſing them to the Dayly Severities and Perſe- 
cution '6f the Laws, nay, and very near to the ſhaking of his own Hereditary Succeſſion to an Impe- 
rial Crown. © | 
Now CI ſay) if this very Prince (upon Preſumption of that Church ) be nevertheleſs a Perſon 
of thoſe r5g:d Principles of Honour and Tonſcience, that he durſt not ſo much as digeſt ſo inconſide- 
Table a piece of Diſſimulation, though for the higheſt and moſt Important Service to himſelf and his 
whole Church; how much leſs ſhall he ever cond:ſcend to the [onominiomand Indelible Brand of down- 
Tight Perjurd, and launch into all the Barbarities and Outra ges of Tyrant and Aarderer, and all this 
£09, as has been plainly proved before) with very {::le, or oe ; at leaſt,no reaſonable Hopes of do- 
ing himſelf or his Church any Service at all. ys | 

Beſides,as tis utterly impoſlible either for Pope or Papiſts, even with the moſt Romantick Allurance 
and Confidence of Sxcceſs ever to hope for a National Converſion, or a Romiſh Eſtabliſhment in One 
Age; infomuch that *cis not a ſingle Popsſh Succe ſour, but a Ling of Pepiſh Succefſonrs that can be ſo 
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x very Prote hy 
whole Choice of Chyiſtendom could have p:cke our. So that upon the Iſſue of the whole Matter, how _ * 


much as Gp! os'd capable of going through with ſo difficult an Undertaking ; wha ly # - 
ſach ſnd. can we Imagine from this Royal Heir, when he has not only bred up his A btx 
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diate Heirs, his Children inthe Proteſtant Religion, but likewiſe lodg?d them in the Boſomes c Ft 
ſtant Princes, as far from the leaſt /nclination towards Rome, or a Look that way, as thi 


contrary to common ſenſe is it, to think that very Prince either is, or can be ſo tuprdly infatuated as 


| ever to Embark in ſo hazardous an Atchievement,which (were he Crown'd to morrow) wih his years” 
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up9i his back, he begins but with the {atrer part of a Life, = which the length of a Qucen Eliza« 
b:1h*s Reign could never kniſh: And all+his ſo prepoſteroyſly too, as to be for building that Ro- 
miſh Intereſt with one hana, which he has fo palpably deſtroy*d wikh the other. x 
Conſidering then, (as has been fully proved before )- that Popery in the preſent State of Enyland, 
is ſomething like the vulgar Tradition.of the Baſilss&, it muſt either look Us fafely Dead, or we 
ſhall look that ſo ;, For there's no Medinmin the Cafe, between- Conquering or Dying: who in his 
right wits can imagine this Prince will ever Begin-what he himſelf before hand has taken Care ſhall 
never be Finiſh't. And if not fin, will be but put into a ten times worſe Condition than if never 
bezun., And therefore not. only his mcer Pyide will be our Security, it being impoſhble that any 
thing that has one ſpark of Glow will evcr inzage ina Cauſe under ſach Certainty of a Defeat ; but 
likewiſe ſuppoſing even the utmoſt: Suggeſtions true ; under ſuch an Jmpoſſibility of Crowninz the 
IVo:k, the Greater the Zeal, the more {noffenſive the Zealot - ſince all Irregular exorbitant Ferments 
of Popery will but hatch Scerpions and waxia Stings for its own DelſtruRtion : the greater the Tender- 


neſs tor his own Party and Religion, the greater the Secarity of ours. 
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Moreover the Charafter paſltively lays down this Maxime. That the Papiſts doom all out of taeix 
own Church to cerrain Damnation : and Qn that Foundarion all their Bloody Pyinciples are built, as 
thinking no Cruelty roo Jevere, nor any. Tyranny too ſanguinary;, but on the contrary, the moſt bar- 
barows Goſpel Propagation the greatzIt Oblzgation of their Religion. And therefore it tells you,. A 
popiſh Succeſſour will never believe he can, do his Subjects an Injuſtice in that yery T hing in which he doth 
God Service, or that he injur's Vs when he does our Souls right, And that therefore all the threatned 
Mi'eries, Hogcours and Deſul;tions, &c. from the beginning to the end of the whole Clarafter, 
flow from no other Source. | 

Now ifthis be cruly the Texee of a Romanift, and all our horrible dangers proceed from that Te- 
net, either our preſent Royal Heir yuit b{ tg Romanilt at all z or ifhe be one, however he abſolute- 
ly diſſents from Rome 10 nat particular Wain Pyiaciple. For if ſuch were his Faith, and ſuch his 
Principles, why has he #9 w#!fally 2nd ſoegregioyſly, contributed to his own Children's Damnation, 
not only in their ſeyereſt 7roreſtane Education, but likewiſe in that additional Strengthenigg that 
Damnable Perſwaſi n by ſuch Fatal Marriages, whereby he has not only endanger?d their libing 
and dping in that Err9ntous Faith, but. likewiſe ſecured the [ere and Eſtabliſhment of that pyotes 
ſtant Religion in !ik2lihood by Them and their Heirs to the End of the World ; and conſequently con- 
tributed to the Damnation of ſvcceeding Heretical Generations in Secula ſeculowm. 

I have only one thing more co add'for the Safery of our Religion. There is not in the World 
that Prince in his Nature more grateful for S-rvices and Obligations received, or a firmer and more 
unalterable F2iend than himf-}?. And as the Church, and only the Church of England has truly and 
vigorouſly aſſerted the Juſtice and Duty of maintaining kis unfoxfeirable Succeſſion and Inviolable 
Birthright, and has ſtood ALONE in the Gap againſt all the whole Crowd of his Enemys ;, we 
may confidently aſſure our ſ-lves, that if ever *tis Heaven's pleaſure he ſhould be our Soveraigns 
that all ſuch kind and ſsgnally good Offices will never be ungratefully requited by the moſt Generous of 
Mankind. ; 

[ ſhall only conclude ; under this m:nifeſt Security of our Religion and Government on all hands, 
They that ſhall have Impudence encngh (ao Perſon nor Quality, 13 any Station whatever excepted J 
to perſecute that Prince vader tic Pretence of Fear, are undoubtedly planting the ſome Batteries 
againſt three Kingdoms that were rais*d in his Royal Father?s Reign ; and a Bill of Excluſion muſt 

truly carry the Deſign of all the old Remonſtrances, Opdinances, Covenants, &c. with the Soul of 
a Cook, 2 Bradſhaw, and a Cromvelat the Bottom on'c : and all the Senare- Houſe Church-pzoppers un- 
der that Yzor, are only Eſtabliſhing Religion with the ſame Brand in their Hearts that Cain built 
Citys. And I doubt not but the H:i/dom and Loyalty of Succeeding Times will regain Senſe enough 
to countermine all ſuch Y:{lany, and redeem the yet unrecovered Hohour of England by ſhamins ſuch 
a Second Tmpoſture from the World. M 


And now to draw toa Period, I have only this Warning to give to the great Sricklers againſt Po- 
pery and Arbitrary Power, to have a Care that they Themſelves do not bring in what they ſo Zea- 
touſly endeavour to keep Dut. For if Popery and Arbitrary Power ſhall ever get Footing in England 
by a Popiſh Succeſſour, ic can only be then, when by Vnlawful Excluſions, and Rebellious Aſſociations 
againſt him, they ſhall put him vpon cutting his way to his Three by his Swon, and conſequently 
give him the Occaſion, both by Forreign and Domeſtick, Aſſiſtance, of gaining that Riohr by Conquelf 
which is denyed him to aſſume in Peace ; and thereby enable him by the Power and Ri ght of a Cone 
querour, to Aboliſh what Laws, and Eſtabliſh what Government he pleaſes, without either ſtrain- 
ing his Honour or Prerogative. And fo ſhallthe Irregular Deſigns of defending our Religion and Lie 
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fort) conſider that the World is much mended of late, aud whatever Proſperity atrended their victo« 
rious Father's Rebe/lions Arms, the old Cheat will not paſs altogether fo plibly a /econdtitne ; andthe 
depoſing of Monarchs will be, in all reaſonable proſpett, a rougher piece of Work in this Ape than the 
laſt; For Men's Eyes and Underſtandings begin to be more Enlightned, and the Odds ( thanks be to' 
Heaven ) is oa the Loyal Side. of 
*” However as a Caution to thoſe wary People that may be ſeduced by the falſe Suggeſtions of Re: 
publican Conſpirators under the plauſible Pretence of Liberty and Religion, ro ingage in ſo impious 
a Cauſe. Beſides the Breach of their Chriſt;aniry and Hazard of their Souls in ſo wicked an Un- 
dertaking ; they are link" into that very Rebellion in which they are certain of making themſelves 
Afiſerable, not only if they are Subdued, but likewiſe if they Tonquer too. For as 1 ſaid before, 
there's not only a certain Slavery attends their Defear, the Impudence of ſuch flag:iriows Treaſen be- 
ing it ſelf alone a ſufficient Provecarion of Tyranny, enough to exaſperate even the ſerencſt and be/# 
Temper”d Princes into a Spirit of Cruelty, and _—_— make him impoſe that Toke upon their 
Rebellious Necks which they have but too juſtly deſerved ; and ſo put him upon Acting what other- 
wiſe had never entred ſo much as into his Sol ro: Think : So on the other ſide, ſuppoſing theic 
Strenzth and Fortune would prove ſo great and ſucceſsful as ſhould anſwer their moſt F latterins 
Hepes, and that it would be poſſible for them to gain that Abſolure T; riumph ore the Royal Cauſe, 
as to reach, not only the Crown, but alſo the Head that wears it : yet all this while what have they 
done, but through all the gaping Wornds of their poor Bleeding Country, through all the Horroxr and 
Miſeries of a barbarous Civil War, depoſed and burcher*d Dne Imaginary Tyrant to ſet up poſlibly 
fvehundzed Real Ones, 

For as all Vi&orioxs Rebellion etids in Anarchy and Confuſion, and all the Conqueſt, Acquiſitions, 
and Trophies devolve into the Poſſeſſion of the greateſt Ringleaders of the Conſpiracy, whilſt the pop 
lar hands, the working Tools that ſet them up, have /:erle or no ſhare in the Booty. What have the 

luded Wretchesgain'd by the Change, but only avoided a leſſer Scy4z, to run into a greater Cha. 

dis, enſlayed-themfelves and their Poſterity to a Herd af Tyrant, to eſcape a lingle ove. A worſe 
SubjeQion than thaeghey fear?d and foughr againſt. A Republican Tyranny being ſo much more in- 
tolerable than a Menarchical One can be, as this has but the Ambirion of Dne man to ſatisfie, and 
the other of Hutidzeds, whiPſt the particular Pride and Avarite of each reſpettive Dignifyed Rebel 
in Power, has © many ſeperace ſiniſter Intereſts and Apperites to gratifie, and thereby our Eſares 
and Patrimonys contigually to be ſqueez?d arid drein'd not only for the Chargeable Support of Srand- 
ing Armies thar muſtuphold this Anarchical Conſtitution, but likewiſe be expoſed to the inſatiate 
Gorge of every State-Cormorant amongſt them. A Tyranny ſo much more unſupportable than that 
of a Crowd Head, as there areſo many of them to _— and aber all the the greateſt of 1»ſolences 
and 1»juſtice, and fo many to divide the ſhame of it, A Tyranny yet ſo much more execrable {till as 
every Low-bomn Yillain amongſt them dare ſtoop to all thoſe diſhonowrable, abjett, and ſordid Deeds, 


that IMPERIAL Blodand ROYAL HVeirs would ftaggar at. 
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
